Ram raid 
driver gets 
four years 
in prison 

A MAN from Willenhall who 
was behind the wheel of a 
stolen car during ram-raids 
has been jailed for four 
years. 

Patrick Ward, aged 24, 
was with a 17-y ear-old 
teenager when he carried 
out three raids and was on 
licence at the time from a jail 
term imposed for similar 
offences, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The pair got away with 
power tools valued at nearly 
£3,000 in raids on commer¬ 
cial premises in Birming¬ 
ham, Wolverhampton and 
Oldbury. The Ford Mondeo 
they used was stolen from 
Tipton and it was first used 
by them to smash their way 
into a firm in Birmingham. 

They then ram-raided the 
shutters outside a firm in 
the Blakenhall area of 
Wolverhampton where they 
caused £1,700 worth of 
damage to steal £1,650 
worth of property. The third 
raid was on a firm in 
Oldbury where they caused 
£2,000 worth of damage 
before escaping with equip¬ 
ment valued at £700. 

Ward, of Wychbold Way, 
New Invention, admitted 
stealing the car, three bur¬ 
glaries and dangerous 
driving. 

The teenager, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
admitted stealing the car 
and the three burglaries. He 
was given an eight month 
detention and training 
order.

THE SUCCESS of an historic brewery in Walsall that has 
announced increased sales and potential new jobs has 
been welcomed. 

Highgate Brewery has seen a 50 per cent increase in cask ale sales since the start of the 
year as business has rocketed. The long-established firm in Sandymount Road, which was 
rescued from closure 18 months ago, is enjoying a boom which means it is set to see it 
expand its workforce. 

St Matthews ward councillor Imran Azam welcomed the news and said the council would 
look to support the firm to continue its growth. 

“It is an historic business in Walsall, a listed building, and will hopefully be here for many 
years,” he said. “I am delighted to hear they are doing well. If they are looking to create

Suspicious 
death sparks 
police probe 

THREE people have been released on police 
bail following a suspicious death at a home 
in Willenhall. 

Officers were called to Beacon Road, in 
New Invention, on Saturday afternoon and 
the street was promptly sealed off. 

The victim, believed to be in his 20s, had 
suffered a neck injury. 

Three men, aged 23, 31 and 28, were 
arrested on suspicion of murder. All three 
have since been released on police bail. 

A post-mortem failed to confirm the exact 
cause of death. Investigations are continu¬ 
ing. 

Nearby residents spoke of their shock at 
what had happened. 

Richard Studley, aged 31, of Beacon Road, 
said: “It’s spine-tingling that this is hap¬ 
pening on our doorstep. 

“We don’t know what has happened.” 

Neighbours said a family lived at the 
address but had not been staying there 
while improvement and building work was 
being done.

50 per cent in the last couple of months. 

Demand 

“It’s really starting to take off and we are 
even having trouble meeting demand.” 

He said the brewery was continuing to 
target real ale pubs across the region. 

“Davenport’s logo on the bottles used to 
look like a D and we’ve made it into a 
shield,” he said. “People are catching onto 
it.” 

New bosses Highgate Walsall Brewing 
Company took over the site in October 
2010. It was shut for several months after 
the previous owners went into administra¬ 
tion with 22 people losing their jobs.

Church 
funds hit 
by metal 
raiders 

WORK to repair the 
damaged roof of a church 
community centre in Walsall 
town centre will run into 
five figures, after it was hit 
by metal thieves. 

Bosses at St Matthew’s 
Church community centre 
said the theft of copper had a 
“catastrophic” effect on 
funds and had even put jobs 
at risk. 

Around 130 sq ft of copper 
was stolen from the centre’s 
roof in December. It came 
just weeks after £40,000 
worth of lead was stolen 
from the main church build¬ 
ing, leaving another big 
repair bill. 

Adrian Perks, St 
Matthew’s Centre manager, 
said the remaining copper 
had been stripped from the 
roof and sold to raise money 
for the repairs, although this 
only partially covered the 
repair bill. 

The roof is now being 
replaced with an alternative 
material to deter thieves 
from striking again. 

Security 

Mr Perks said: “We 
decided to completely strip 
the roof of copper after the 
theft and replace it with an 
alternative material. We 
thought that if we didn’t it 
would be revisited by 
thieves.” 

Money has also been spent 
on boosting security at the 
centre, in St Matthew’s 
Close, while work is taking 
place. 

“The running costs of the 
centre and the payment of 
wages is met by the money 
the centre makes,” he added. 

“With that money gone, it 
could mean people lose their 
jobs. It’s really serious. It’s 
been catastrophic on our 
funds.”

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More traders shun town centre 


TRADERS are turning their backs 
on Walsall town centre, blighted by 
vacant shops, to set up in the sur¬ 
rounding districts instead, new 
figures reveal. 

High rents have been blamed for 
businesses shunning the central 
shopping area in favour of the 
borough’s other towns and villages. 

While the number of vacant shops 
in Walsall town centre is seventh 
highest in the country at more than 
20 per cent, the rate of empty shops 


in the districts is just nine per cent. 

Only 82 out of896 units are stand¬ 
ing empty in Aldridge, Bloxwich, 
Brownhills, Darlaston and Willen- 
hall. 

Village 

Becky Foxall opened The Ginger 
Tree, a women’s clothing boutique 
in Croft Parade, Aldridge, in July 
last year. 

She said: “People who want inde¬ 
pendent shops want them outside 


the town. We wanted to put some¬ 
thing back into our village.” 

It emerged last autumn that 36 
new businesses had set up in district 
centres inside six months, creating 
around 150 jobs. 

Regeneration chief councillor 
Adrian Andrew said high rents from 
private landlords have deterred 
some retailers. 

But he said some of the empty 
shops were because of forthcoming 
regeneration schemes such as the 


Old Square Shopping Centre (see 
story on page 3). 

The biggest district centre, Wil- 
lenhall has 24 empty units from 271 
available for occupancy, while in 
Aldridge just 10 out of 168 units are 
empty. 

There are 15 empty buildings of 
217 in Bloxwich, of which five of 
these are considered unusable. 

In Brownhills, there are 20 vacant 
units out of 151.

The fines have come 
weeks after the FA 
announced a new clamp¬ 
down on homophobia in 
football.

Nerves 

Beki, aged 23, of 
Whitethorn Crescent, 
Streetly, said nerves kicked 
in when she learnt about the 
fire over the ship’s tannoy. 

She said. “I didn’t know if 
we were going to have to 
abandon the ship. 

“We were told what was 
happening all the time and 
the fire was contained 
straight away. It took four 
hours to put out.” 

Passengers and crew 
spent three days without 
power or hot food, with sup¬ 
plies having to be flown in by 
helicopter. 

Beki, who has only worked 
on a cruise ship for the past 
nine months, said she was 
pleased to be home. 

She said: “When I got 
home, my family were at the 
airport and were happy to 
see me. James stood there 
smiling and gave me a big 
hug.” 

Her mother Jayne, 48, 
said: “We are delighted to 
have her home.”

CARVERS bosses insist 
business was “still going 
strong” as staff rallied to 
keep the historic family firm 
alive following a fire that 
has devastated its head¬ 
quarters in Wolverhampton 
city centre. 

Staff are handling orders 
from the building supplies 
company’s second site, in 
Neachells Lane, between 
Wednesfield and Willenhall. 

And a director of the 116- 
year-old builders merchant 
pledged that the company 
was “not about to stop now” 
after its warehouse, offices 
and shop in Littles Lane 
were destroyed by a blaze 
last week. 

Around 150 of the 
company’s 200 jobs still 
hang in the balance after 
staff were told to go home 
while managing director 
Henry Carver awaited 
assessments by insurers. 

But his company’s timber 
service based in Neachells 
Lane, Wednesfield, has 
become a temporary head¬ 
quarters and stock that sur¬ 
vived the fire will be moved 
there. 

The company opened the 
nine-acre second site 
around six years ago. It is 
close to where Carvers was 
founded in 1896.

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Children's 
care home 
proposed 

A HOUSE in Walsall will be 
transformed into a two- 
bedroom residential chil¬ 
dren’s care home under 
plans lodged with the 
council. 

The care home, planned 
for 31 Ida Road, would be for 
a total of two children aged 
between 11 and 18. 

It would accommodate 
children and young people 
who are looked after by local 
authorities and experienc¬ 
ing emotional and social 
problems. 

Supervised 

The unnamed developer 
stated in planning applica¬ 
tion documents: “Children 
and young people will be 
closely supervised by staff at 
all times both in the home as 
well as out in the commu¬ 
nity. 

“The community will be 
invited to an open day where 
they will be able to meet 
staff and management, ask 
questions and gain an 
understanding of what the 
home aims to achieve. ” 

Flats plan 
goes to 
inspector 

HOUSING plans for 14 
apartments in a Walsall road 
have gone to the planning 
inspectorate for a decision 
after the council did not 
determine its outcome in the 
time limit. 

The plans attracted a 263- 
signature petition and 36 
letters against it. The blocks 
of flats in Woodside Close, 
Park Hall, have been in the 
pipeline for more than three 
years, and this is the sixth 
time a version of the applica¬ 
tion has been lodged with 
the council. 

The most recent applica¬ 
tion to replace a house and 
six flats with three blocks of 
14 apartments was turned 
down by councillors in April 
last year. 

Rejected 

An appeal was then 
rejected by the planning 
inspectorate in September. 

But a fresh application 
has been submitted to the 
council, with a proposed sub¬ 
station on the site moved 
further away from nearby 
homes. 

As the council has not 
determined whether or not 
permission will be granted 
within a 13-week timeframe, 
the applicant David Stone 
has taken it to the planning 
inspectorate. 


Youth training centre rises from the ashes

A YOUTH training centre is rising from the ashes after one 
of Walsall’s biggest fires. The steel structure for the Gold¬ 
mine Youth Training Centre has now been completed. 

It is a milestone in the creation of the £2.7 million centre, 
which is being built in the grounds of the former Shannons 
Mill site. It is part of a regeneration scheme planned for the 
Grade II listed complex, which suffered a devastating blaze 
in August 2007. 

The new centre will boast training rooms, a library, offices 
and multi-purpose space for public performances. It will be 
used by young people in the area for training, learning, 
advice and guidance. The Vine Trust, which will run the 
centre, had outgrown its current premises on the corner of 
Lower Hall Lane and Caldmore Road. 

Developers St Modwen and Goold Estates had been due 


to begin building the new Goldmine centre in 2007 but the 
plans were delayed by the blaze. 

Neal Haywood, construction manager at St Modwen, 
said: “The building is beginning to really take shape and we 
are on target for a summer opening.” 

Kevin Davis, chief executive of the Vine Trust, said the 
new centre would be home to a new type of school which will 
link education and employment. 

“Young people will be part of the catalyst for reviving this 
part of the St Matthew’s Quarter,” he said. “Goldmine will 
host a proposed Studio School in 2013, a new type of school 
that aims to link education and employment. 

“Students will access GCSEs, A levels and vocational 
projects but the twist is the opportunity to have a paid work 
placement every week. ”

plans to build homes on green belt land. 

The plan is part of the multi-million regeneration of the 
Goscote area in a land swap deal drawn up by Walsall 
Housing Group and council chiefs, for 700 homes on land 
called The Lea.

Only six people have 
told me they are supporting 
it.” 

A special planning 
meeting will be held in the 
coming weeks to discuss it.

Concern at bid to relax shutter rules 


A GOVERNMENT idea to relax 
planning regulations for shop shut¬ 
ters in the wake of the summer riots 
could have a “counter-productive” 
impact, according to planners. 

A consultation is currently being 
held with town hall bosses across 
the country on plans to relax the 
need for planning consent for shut¬ 
ters. 

But the move has been met with 
concern in Walsall, where it is feared 


it may “undermine the vitality” of 
areas. 

It comes after businesses across 
the country - including many in 
Wolverhampton, Birmingham and 
West Bromwich - were left counting 
the cost following nights of violence 
and looting last August. Walsall 
escaped large-scale disorder. 

In a consultation letter to the 
Government, Walsall’s head of plan¬ 
ning David Elsworthy said he would 


be concerned at the loss of control 
over type, design and appropriate¬ 
ness of shutters. 

Graffiti 

“Solid galvanised shutters often 
become the target of graffiti, can 
create a deadening effect particu¬ 
larly at night or during the day on 
vacant units, and can make vacancy 
rates more apparent - damaging the 
image of a centre,” he said. 

“They can be counter-productive 


in attempting to address the prob¬ 
lems they seek to resolve.” 

If such a policy should be intro¬ 
duced, Walsall Council said it would 
require some control over the type, 
size and material of shutters. 

Councillors will be asked to adopt 
that as the local authority’s official 
stance at a meeting on Thursday. 

More than 760 people were 
arrested by West Midlands Police for 
involvement in the riots.

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Landlady 
was really 
sister of 
claimant 

A JOB centre worker from 
Walsall falsely claimed more 
than £18,000 in housing 
benefits after moving into a 
home bought by her sister. 

Mother-of-three Raheena 
Ahmed received the money 
on the basis she was a 
private tenant across almost 
four years to cover £550 a 
month rent, a court heard. 

The 35-year-old told 
Walsall Council that the 
property in Buttermore 
Grove, Willenhall, was 
owned by a woman named 
Rosaline Campbell. 

Ahmed moved into the 
house but the Land Registry 
showed it belonged to 
Nusrat Ahmed - her sister - 
who bought it for £122,000 
weeks before the move. 

Ahmed admitted two 
counts of fraud, relating to 
false representation and 
incorrect forms for housing 
benefits, while making the 
initial claim in August 2007. 

At Walsall Magistrates 
Court last week Ahmed was 
sentenced to a 200 hours of 
unpaid work. 

She had pleaded guilty to 
the charges at a previous 
hearing. 

Mrs Kerry Munro, prose¬ 
cuting, said Ahmed, now of 
Arundel Road, Willenhall, 
helped people fill in forms in 
her role at Job Centre Plus 
in Walsall. 

Magistrates heard she has 
already started to pay some 
of the money back and she 
was also ordered to pay £200 
costs. 

Self-service 
at libraries

Call to build on site to stop yob menace 


A 15-YEAR campaign to remove an eyesore 
building has ended in victory after rubble 
which was left on the site after demolished 
was finally cleared. 

Former hair salon Curl & Dye in Birchills, 
Walsall, was demolished last year but lots of 
unsightly rubble was left behind, prompting 
Walsall Council to take enforcement action. 

The council agreed earlier this month to 
allow the authority to clear the Wolver¬ 
hampton Road site and recover the costs 
from the owner. 

The rubble has now been moved but cam¬ 
paigners say redevelopment should happen 


quickly so the land does not again become 
frequented by the vandals and drug users 
who once blighted the empty building, a 
former police station. 

The moves comes after it was agreed at a 
meeting of the full council that officers 
should look at ways the authority could take 
a lead in dealing with problems surrounding 
derelict buildings. 

The issues surrounding the Birchills 
problem has sparked a council investigation 
into whether conditions can be imposed on 
developers where sites are earmarked for 
regeneration. This would be to ensure that 


such sites are cleared, maintained and are 
not allowed to degenerate into eyesores. 

Councillor Dennis Anson, who was 
involved in the long-running campaign 
alongside residents calling for the former 
salon to be demolished, said: “It’s taken a 
long time and trips to the courts to make 
this happen. 

Redeveloped 

“There is consent for a house to be built 
on the site, which I hope follows through. I 
hope it gets redeveloped quickly. 

“We now have to turn our attention to 


other derelict buildings like The Orange 
Tree pub in Wolverhampton Road and the 
land opposite, where there used to be a 
factory, which have become problems.” 

The former hair salon was pulled down 
last April following a campaign by fed-up 
residents, then backed up by council court 
action. 

The owner was called to court last year to 
be prosecuted over the state of the building, 
but the case was dropped after the former 
salon was bulldozed. 

The property was originally built in 1949 
as a police station. 


Lifelong pet bans for pair 
who allowed dog to starve 


A FORMER couple have each received a life¬ 
time ban on keeping animals after a dog was 
left so underweight that it struggled to stand. 

The condition of Deani Sheldon’s pet only came to light 
when worried neighbours checked on the animal. The 38- 
year-old owner had allowed the German Shepherd cross 
Bengi to stay with her ex-partner David Timms at 
Reedswood Gardens in Walsall. 


Disgust at 
metal raid 
for church 
altarware 

BRASS candlesticks, cruci¬ 
fixes and other religious 
items have been stolen from 
a church on the Yew Tree 
Estate by callous metal 
thieves. 

The £5,000 haul was 
taken from St Joseph’s 
Roman Catholic Church, 
amd was discovered by 
Parish priest Father 
Timothy Burke on Sunday 
morning (February 26). 
That day’s mass at St 
Joseph’s had to be canceled 
and worshippers went to the 
later Holy Cross Church 
service. 

Mr Burke branded the 
raid on the Birchfield Way 
church as “disgusting” and 
said it had upset parish¬ 
ioners. 

Worshippers arrived at 
the small church on the 
Sunday morning to find a 
side door had been forced 
and metal items stolen. 
These included a tabernacle, 
a chalice and two silver 
plated ciboria (chalices for 
consecrated wafers). 

Nativity figurines were 
also damaged as the thieves 
rifled through the church 
looking for metal. 


Walsall Magistrates Court 
was last week told that when 
an RSPCA inspector visited 
the dog was emaciated and 
unsteady with bones clearly 
visible through its skin. 

Sheldon claimed she was 
no longer living at the 
address but accepted that 
she visited the flat on a daily 
basis. She said she took food 
for the dog. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, pros¬ 
ecuting for the RSPCA, said 
the pet had suffered a “sus¬ 
tained period of malnourish- 
ment”. 

It was taken to a vets and 
found to weigh under 10kg, 
when its ideal weight would 
be 16kg. 

Suffering 

Sheldon, now of Bagnall 
Street, Leamore, admitted 
causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to an animal between 
August 3 and 31 last year. 

She initially denied the 
offence but changed her plea 
ahead of a trial. 

Mr Christopher Staple- 
ton, defending, said his 
client suffered learning diffi¬ 
culties but accepted her role 
in the dog’s suffering. 

Magistrates ordered that 
her pet ban cannot be 
reviewed for 10 years and 
also ordered her to do 200 
hours of unpaid work and 
pay £250 costs. 

Timms, 28, of Reedswood 
Gardens, who admitted the 
same charge, was dealt with 
earlier this year. He was 
given a lifetime pet ban, 12- 
month supervision order 
and told to pay £500 costs.

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Robber jailed for attacks 
on elderly female victims 


A VIOLENT robber who attacked 
elderly women in their own 
homes - and who police sus¬ 
pected was behind identical 
attacks in Walsall - must serve at 
least nine years in jail. 

Kevin Matthews was 
arrested on suspicion of 
robbery in July follow¬ 
ing a string of attacks in 
Pheasey last year, but 
police said not enough 
evidence could be found 
to charge him. 

The 32-year-old, of no 
fixed address, was sen¬ 
tenced at Birmingham 
Crown Court for three 
counts of robbery in 
Edgbaston and Boldmere. 

He was told he would have to serve nine 
years. 

In one attack, Matthews tied together the 
legs of his 70-year-old victim, put a cushion 
over her face, threatened her with a bread 
knife and pulled rings from her fingers. 

He also punched and slapped her after she 
disturbed him at her Edgbaston home. He 
fled with £150 cash and jewellery, leaving 
the pensioner with severe bruising. 

The following month, Matthews robbed 
an 84-year-old woman in her Boldmere 
home. She suffered minor injuries as he 
stole £300 cash and jewellery. 

Ten days later he struck again, at the 
home of an 84-year-old woman in Erding- 
ton, where he forced his way in causing the 
door to hit the victim on the head.

Fined for 
blocking 
pavement 

A BUSINESSMAN has been fined 
more than £2,000 for blocking a 
pavement of a busy Walsall foot¬ 
path with adverts, including a life- 
size cut out of a policeman. 

Warren Wiggan, aged 36, blocked the path 
on Sutton Road six times between August 
and December last year with his advertising 
boards.Wiggan, of Cornwall Road, Walsall, 
did not appear for his hearing at Walsall 
Magistrates Court last week, where he was 
charged with six counts of wilfully obstruct¬ 
ing a highway. 

The case was proved in his absence by 
Walsall Council and he was found guilty on 
all counts. Mr Dominic Patouchas, prosecut¬ 
ing for the council, said the boards were 
advertising tyres and valeting services, and 
the council had received numerous com¬ 
plaints. 

Wiggan was fined £750 for each of the first 
three offences, with no separate penalty for 
the other three. 

He was also ordered to pay £460.63 costs 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Walsall Council is now pursuing an order 
to ban Wiggan from displaying the boards on 
the pavement again.

BUDGET cuts and continuing 
funding pressures could force 
schools across Walsall to scale 
back or close their libraries, says 
a union chief. 

Primaries and secondaries may be forced 
to consider reduced book stock levels due to 
“tremendous pressure” being put on 
budgets. Walsall Council says it is also 
preparing for possibile reduced demand for 
new books through its library support serv¬ 
ices. 

A large number of schools have opted to 
become academies to allow them more 
control over their finances.Other schools 
are also looking to convert. 

The council has highlighted the school 
library support service book purchase 
scheme as at potential risk. No school 
libraries are believed to have closed so far. 

Walsall NUT spokesman Russ Bragger 
said that as staff face the risk of redundan¬ 
cies bosses will be forced to look at every way 
of making savings. 

He said: “Libraries are quite an essential 
part of the school. It is part of any child’s 
education to have access to a good range of 
books.” 

“School budgets are under tremendous 
pressure. It is something they may have to 
look at as part of the package for next year.” 

Leisure chief councillor Anthony Harris 
said the school library support service book 
purchase scheme could fail its income target 
if schools buy fewer books. 

He added: “School libraries are the 
responsibility of individual schools, but in 
Walsall, as everywhere else, they are facing 
difficult budgetary pressures.”

• Keep drinking fluids - rehydration powder/drinks can be obtained from 
the pharmacist (ask a friend to get them for you) 

• Antibiotics will not help

Avoid catching germs by washing your hands with warm running water and 
soap or liquid soap before eating and after going to the toilet.

TV 

Adrian Wright, sales and marketing director at The 
Hawthorns, said: “We decided to trial the sale of a small allo¬ 
cation of tickets, for what is a televised fixture, via Groupon 
to gauge the reaction. 

“The tickets sold out within a couple of hours and this is 
something we may consider again.” 

Walsall FC spokesman Andrew Poole said the club had 
introduced a number of initiatives to encourage fans 
through the turnstiles, including a successful early bird 
season ticket scheme which was launched last March offer¬ 
ing big discounts of season tickets for the current season. 

Next season’s early offer has already been launched.

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Memories of air raids

My dad was shouting at her to hurry 
up.” 

Irene Boot, 86, of Yew Street, Darlas- 
ton, said she had ducked down into the 
Victoria Park shelter when she was out 
in the town “looking for boys” when 
she was 15 or 16 during the war. 

She said: “The siren had gone off and 
we were walking from King Street and 
someone waved us in. 

“You just got used to it. I was only 
down the road when the All Saints 
Church was bombed in Walsall Road. 

“I had just got down the cellar steps 
and heard a ‘whoosh’, and when we 
came outside the soil was still dropping 
down.” 

The church was destroyed in 1942 
when the Germans mistook it for a 
factory. 


PENSIONERS gathered in a 
Black Country park to get 
their first look at the inside of 
an air raid shelter for 
decades. 

The Second World War shelters in 
Victoria Park, Darlaston, are being 
cleared out as part of a heritage project 
funded with £42,000 of lottery cash. 

Darlaston All Active was awarded 
the money for its Back In Time project 
in March, and it will run for 18 months 
looking at life in the town between the 
1930s and the 1950s. 

The project team is hoping to clear 
out the shelters at the Victoria Road 
park to get some photos of them inside. 

The photos will then be used in a 
book showcasing pre and post-war life 


in Darlaston, including its famous fac¬ 
tories, family life and community 
spirit. 

And it was the latter which pension¬ 
ers spoke about as they gathered to 
share their memories of wartime. 

Anne Meanley, aged 87, of Bentley 
said: “We were all in the same boat, you 
just had to keep it together. This 
shelter certainly takes us back. 

Sirens 

“When the sirens went off, it wasn’t 
so much panic as a simple need for 
speed. 

“I remember one time the air raid 
siren went off, and we were in bed. 

“My grand mother was the last one 
to come down the stairs because she 
had stopped to put a clean apron on.

PLANS to allow people to flag 
down a taxi and travel into Walsall 
town centre for just £1 can push 
ahead after licensing chiefs 
backed the idea. 

It is hoped the ‘Town for a Pound’ scheme 
will help increase trade for hackney carriage 
drivers and boost trade for town centre 
shops. Licensing chiefs have said it is a 
“win-win situation” for all. 

Now, taxi bosses are pushing ahead with 
the necessary steps to bring the scheme into 
force. Mirza Khalid, chairman of the 
Hackney Carriage Association in Walsall, 
said the scheme aimed at combating the 
“dead mileage” of journeys back to the rank. 

Mr Khalid explained: “This would help 
drum up a bit more business and make the 
most of the dead mileage as we drive back to 
the taxi rank. This would also bring more 
people into the town, which is good thing 
given the number of empty shops in Walsall 
town centre at the moment. 

“We are suffering a little bit since Tesco 
moved out of the town but we hope this, and 
the new Primark and Co-op that are going 
to be built will help.” 

Mr Khalid is now set to get in touch with 
licensing officers and regulators. 

Under the scheme, hackney carriage 
drivers could be flagged down on their way 
back to the ranks. They would then charge 
£1 for the journey, regardless of how many 
people were on board. All other journeys 
would be charged as normal. 

The Town for a Pound scheme has already 
proved successful in Bradford. 

Chairman of the licensing committee 
Councillor Keith Sears, said: “We discussed 
this and thought it was a good idea.”

Queen Victoria was still in 
mourning after the recent death of 
Prince Albert, her husband. Quite 
who commissioned the park is 
unknown. 

The three trees in the park are 
named Faith, Hope and Charity. 

The church next to the Park was 
built in 1819/1820 on land given by 
Sir Robert Peel.

there was no Lych Gate. Another 
shows the Lych Gate after it was 
erected in 1931 in memory of the 
Rev Weston who died in 1929. 

He had been the vicar from 1886 
to 1922. 

He is seen standing in the pulpit 
on one of the photos, which looks 
quite spooky with the light stream¬ 
ing through the window onto his 
white hair and long-flowing beard. 

The houses opposite the church 
were built for staff at the St 
Matthews Hospital, which can be 


seen in the background, and are 
known as Fairfields. 

The children on the photograph 
are most likely coming out of 
Sunday School just up the road. 

The school building was origi¬ 
nally the Elizabeth Ball Charity 
School which was started by a 
Burntwood landowner who lived at 
Castle Bromwich. 

The Charity still exists and funds 
are donated to local causes involv¬ 
ing children. 

The local Lords of the Manor 
were the Worthingtons of Maple 
Hayes, the famous brewing family 
of Burton upon Trent. 

The cock in the tower was put in 
by the family in 1921 in memory of 
Sarah Worthington who had died in 
1913.

A FRAUDSTER took her family on 
an exotic holiday on an Indian 
Ocean island as her former col¬ 
leagues feared they would lose 
their jobs because of her massive 
financial crime. 

Joanne Sheargold - who spent a total of 
four years fleecing Aldridge-based bedroom 
furniture manufacturer Portico Midland 
out of almost £195,000 - was holidaying in 
the Maldives while workers were so con¬ 
cerned about their futures that bosses sent 
out an official statement assuring them that 
their jobs were safe despite of the theft. 

The £25,000-a-year, three-day-a week 40- 
year-old accounts manager used her per¬ 
sonal access card to electronically funnel 
cash out of company funds, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Sheargold, from Walstead Road, Delves, 
Walsall, who has an 11-year-old daughter, 
admitted committing fraud between April 
23, 2006, and January 15, 2008, by abusing 
her position as accounts manager with 
Portico by falsely representing payments to 
herself as legitimate. 

She also pleaded guilty to both commit¬ 
ting fraud on March 16, 2009, relating to 
payments to Fresh Space and a similar 
offence between November 20, 2008, and 


February 11, 2010, in relation to payments 
to NGPO. 

Sheargold was jailed for two years and 
nine months by Judge John Warner. He told 
her: “You were not a lady of good character 
because this was not the first time you had 
behaved dishonestly in the workplace.” 

Andy Gough, who runs the Northgate 
firm that employs 60, with his brother Jon 
said: “We were all shocked by the scale of the 
betrayal. She had always been involved on 
staff nights out and been friendly with all 
her colleagues. 

Smiling 

“It hit them especially hard because she 
carried out this theft while smiling at 
them.” 

Jon Gough, who runs Portico with his 
brother Andy, added: “We now discover that 
she had been on holiday to places like 
Florida as well as the Maldives with the 
money she stole. Unashamed greed drove 
Sheargold.” 

The company had been launched just a 
year before Sheargold joined in 2003. They 
had no idea that just months earlier she had 
admitted stealing over £14,000 from her 
former employer, Morgan Devey Associates 
in Birmingham. 

Sheargold had then received a community 
punishment with 80 hours unpaid work.

Health boss 
thanks public 
over ward ban 

HEALTH chiefs in Walsall have 
thanked visitors for their patience 
during the recent norovirus out¬ 
break at the Manor Hospital. 

A visitor ban on all wards was imposed for 
a period as bosses sought to control the con¬ 
tagious bug which hit three wards. 

Medical director Amir Khan said: “The 
early action we took to close the hospital to 
all visitors to patients enabled us to contain 
the spread of the infection to just a few 
wards. I would like to once again offer my 
thanks to the public for their support and 
patience whilst the visiting restrictions 
were in place.” 

Spread 

But bosses warn that norovirus is spread¬ 
ing throughout the community and are 
urging visitors to patients on any hospital 
wards to stay away for at least 48 hours if 
they are, or have been, affected by vomiting 
and diarrhoea. 

Even after the symptoms have cleared up 
people may still carry the virus and infect 
others for up to three days. 

Mr Khan added: “Washing or cleansing 
your hands is such a simple task but it can 
make a huge contribution to preventing and 
reducing the spread of infections like 
norovirus. Sick people are more susceptible 
to picking up infections.”

Metal raid trio must work and pay 
for damage done to church roof 


THREE men who were caught 
stripping lead from a church 
roof have been ordered to pay 
compensation and do unpaid 
work as punishment for their 
crime. 

Hundreds of pounds worth of 
damage was caused to St Paul’s 
Church after the thieves struck in the 
early hours. David Jones and Lee 
Moreton, both of Darlaston, and Ryan 
Bedworth, of Birchills, admitted the 
theft in Darwall Street. 

A total of £264 worth of damage was 
caused and the trio were on Friday sen¬ 


tenced to community orders and to also 
pay costs at Walsall Magistrates Court. 

Two of them were spotted by a 
worker at Hi’s N Lows, a voluntary 
organisation at the church which helps 
the homeless and people with alcohol 
and drug issues, on February 3. 

She heard footsteps on the roof and 
called police. 

Compensation 

Officers found and arrested the 
defendants at the church and strips of 
lead which had been removed were 
recovered. 

Jones, aged 22, Moreton, 18, both of 
Old Park Road, and Bedworth, 19, of 


Green Lane, admitted the theft at a 
previous hearing. 

Ranjit Sandhu, defending all three, 
said it had not been a sophisticated or 
well planned offence but was carried 
out due to a lack of food and money. He 
added the aim had been to sell lead to 
obtain cash to buy necessities. 

Magistrates ordered Bedworth and 
Jones to do 100 hours of unpaid work 
and Moreton to complete 80 hours. 
They were ordered to pay £50 costs 
each and compensation of £88 to cover 
the costs. 

Presiding magistrate Malcolm 
Taylor said it was a serious offence and 
could have had greater consequences.

for market 

WORK on a £30 million shopping centre 
revamp in Walsall should stop during peak 
trading hours in the day, market traders say. 

Plans to transform the Old Square Shopping Centre will 
create a brand new Primark and Co-op. 

Fears were voiced that the market will be split in two and 
traders will lose income after it was announced that some 
stalls will have to move during the work.

Renault gearing up hr the electric revolution 


N 




RENAULT thinks one in ten new cars 
bought around the world in 2020 will be 
powered by a battery and has already 
invested billions to help make that fore¬ 
cast come true. 


So it must hope the sales figures for purely-electric 
vehicles in the UK are going to pep up dramatically to 
help towards a brighter plug-in future. Last year we 
bought just 1,082 of them from the handful of 
^ car makers with a model in the showroom. 

Now comes Renault’s first passenger 
vehicle to point us towards a cleaner 
life in cars that emit nothing 
horrid from their tailpipes 
(and don’t have 
exhausts 
J anyway). 

It’s called 
the Fluence 
and you feel 
Renault 
knows the 
real electric 
push won’t 
l come from 
f this car. 
We’ll have to 
wait a few 


months for that and the arrival of the Zoe, a chic 
looking compact hatch that might just become the 
must-have urban runaround for the on-trend 
motorist. 

The Fluence can’t hope to fill that bill. It’s big 
(based on a stretched Megane with the large new 
battery behind the rear seats) and gawky looking and, 
crucially, can manage as little as 50 miles between 
overnight charges. 

In the right conditions (light town work with 
heater and lights off) you might stretch that to 125 
miles, but the Fluence is inevitably going to be a 
second car in the family, which will need something 
that goes a lot further, a lot of the time. 

Opposition 

Still, should you find you could offer a Fluence the 
right conditions to thrive you’ll be buying a car that 
looks good value against the limited opposition. 

With the government’s £5,000 electric car subsidy 
taken into account the Fluence costs either £17,495 
for the Expression or £18,395 for the posher and very 
well equipped Dynamique driven here. 

You must then hire the battery, from £76 a month 
with a 6,000 miles a year limit (more miles cost extra). 
Renault reckons not buying the battery outright 
gives a Fluence owner peace of mind that it won’t cost 


a fortune to replace, and will also make the car easier 
to sell when the time comes. 

Lower servicing charges than a comparable petrol 
or diesel engined car help keep running costs down 
and there’s the huge attraction of the £3 recharge too. 

The car drives pretty well; electric motors produce 
most push from low revs and the Fluence fairly flies 
from a standing start, accompanied by a distant 
whine that sounds like your holiday jet launching 
itself along the runway. 

Lift off and the cabin turns limo quiet at low 
speeds, go a bit faster and tyres and wind noise give it 
the feel of a well insulated conventional car. 

It rides well too, with a relaxing lope that would 
perfectly suit a car capable of much greater distances 
than the Fluence manages between enforced stops. 

Use all its performance and the battery level meter 
on the dash will plunge; I consumed a quarter of the 
charge in 20 miles on an admittedly chilly day 
(needing the heater on) and along a winding, hilly 
route. 

Which means you'll be a bit of an eco hero to buy 
one. The smaller Zoe looks a more promising prospect 
for saving the planet. 

A fine car to drive and own that makes a compelling 
case for real world economy champion. No range 
anxiety either!

Road signs play a 
crucial role on road 


RED triangles for warning, 
green boards for destina¬ 
tions, blue circles instruct, 
brown boards direct you to 
tourist spots and red circles 
tell you what you’re not sup¬ 
posed to do. 

Yes, you guessed it; I’m talking about 
road signs. They are a central part of the 
road design. But they’re not there for 
decoration and certainly don’t stand 
there to look pretty. 

Neither are they particularly inform¬ 
ative when they are cluttered on one 
side of the road. We’ve all heard stories 
of the roads full of signs offering you an 
abundance of information which serves 
only to confuse motorists. 

But road signs will help you to be pre¬ 
pared during your journey and find 
your way to your destination. Unlike 
your sat-nav they’ll inform and warn 
you of the road in a way that your sat- 
nav simply will not. Here’s some advice 
on tackling the signs. 

When setting out on the road, try and

look well ahead. The more time you give 
yourself to see the signs, the better. The 
extra time you have will give you 
enough time to respond appropriately if 
you need to. Remember, signs will give 
information and guidance on hazards, 
road layouts and directions - so don’t 
ignore them. 

Be careful where there are temporary 
signs - they are there for a specific 
reason. We’ve all experienced those 
times when you’re driving to work and 
suddenly it’s taking you much longer to 
reach work because of roadworks. 
These works are usually be signalled 
through signs. They can often affect 
speed limits and road layouts - so pay 
attention. 

Whilst signs are incredibly helpful, 
there are some which are just not being 


looked after. If you notice a sign that is 
mis-spelt, is misleading, overcrowded or 
hidden by dirt and foliage, report it to 
the council. The message has to be clear 
so that drivers can act on the informa¬ 
tion immediately. 

Read the road signs to double check 
your route - don’t rely too heavily on 
your sat-nav in case things have 
changed. If you have missed the turning 
for your destination, never make a last- 
minute manoeuvre that could be dan¬ 
gerous. 

That means no sharp turns, sudden 
braking or U-turns. It’s always better to 
drive on until you find a safe place to 
turn around. This way, you’re not 
putting yourself or anyone else in 
danger and can use signs to redirect 
your route. 

Road signs are often seen as one of 
those things you only learn for your 
driving test. While you might not know 
what each and every sign means, it’s 
always good to brush up and read the 
Highway Code every once in a while. 
Understanding signs can make your 
journey a lot less stressful.

WALSALL are gearing up for a 
dash for survival after grabbing a 
valuable point in the shadow of 
the Olympic Stadium.

The race for survival, their 
golden target, is on and the Saddlers are in 
the home straight. 

Scunthorpe’s 4-1 thumping of Wycombe 
and Yeovil’s 2-1 win over Brentford saw the 
rivals edge ahead and drop the Saddlers 
back into League One's bottom four. 

There were signals of intent from their 
drop rivals, making Saturday’s point all the 
more vital, but the Saddlers know they 
cannot draw their way out of trouble.
